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new ammunition The Bureau of Labor Sta¬ 
tistics says the spread between prices of farm 
products and prices of other commodities is now 
the widest since the end of World War II. 

In March 1951 the two price indexes were at 
almost the same level. Since then, farm prices 
have dropped 23 percent but prices on ail com¬ 
modities other than farm and food items went 
down less than 2 percent. Why? 

The biggest factor in keeping non-farm com¬ 
modity prices seems to be the brisk rise in fac¬ 
tory wages. These have gone up about 17 per¬ 
cent since 1951. 

As for farm prices, they have declined largely 
because production has far exceeded demand. 
Even federal supports have not been able to keep 
prices from sagging At the same time the for¬ 
eign market has fallen off as other countries 
have boosted production. 

The price spread is too wide for comfort. 
Though it may not mean real trouble, it reveals 
a soft spot that demands the careful attention of 
congress. This is especially true because, with 
bumper crops m prospect and a new round of 
industrial wage increases going into effect, the 
spread is likely to continue for some time.

A recent letter to the editor from a Russian 
anti-Communist living in Pennsylvania points 
out that there are many non-Communist people 
in Communist-dominated countries, including the 
Soviet Union. Thus he also points up the fact 
that in today’s world it is not one’s race, nation¬ 
ality, or place of residence which makes him a 
friend of freedom or a foe, but his attutude of 
thought. 

National boundaries no longer define the area 
of friend or foe.

Mow Let's See Happy’s 


An Editorial In Wednesday’* Courier-Journal 


JUDGE BERT COMBS and Governor Weth- 
erby have published their federal income-tax 
reports for the years in which they have held 
public office. Happy Chandler, if he intends to 
continue his pretense of being frank and honest 
with the Kentucky voter, should do the same. 
The public should demand it. 


There is not a single questionable item in the 
published reports of Judge Combs and Governor 
Wetherby. They serve only to prove the ab¬ 
surdity of Mr. Chandler's campaign of innuendo, 
and to show that honest men don't get rich in 
public office. It is now time for Mr. Chandler 
io produce suuiiat ptoot ui his own iiuiess iov 
public trust. 


Not that we think he will. In all probability 
he will now demand that the income-tax returns 
of Senators Earle Clements and Alben Barkley, 
Lieutenant-Governor Emerson Beauchamp and 
other Combs supporters be published, before hi* 
own, just as he noisily insisted on publication of 
the Combs and Wetherby reports. Any sensible 
person will see that the tax reports of these other 
officials ha\e no bearing on the current gover¬ 
norship race. There was no reason why Gov¬ 
ernor Wetherby should have made public his 
tax returns, except that he has been made a 
target for Chandler’s intemperate and inac¬ 
curate charges. The tax returns of Messrs 
Clements. Barkley and Beauchamp, who are 
supporting Combs, are of no more pertinence to 
the current governor's race than the returns of 
Joe Leary, Clifford Smith and Seldon Glenn, who 
are supporting Chandler. What is pertinent, and 
what the public of Kentucky has a right to sec. 
is the report on Happy Chandler’s income during 
the years he represented Kentucky as Governor 
and tn the U. S. Senate 


Governor to go to the Senate, where he accepted 
at least one large gift—a swimming pool—from 
a contractor in defense and war operations.

come, based on the company's monthly gross 
sales For his services, Chandler was paid $32.-

One check for $10,636.12 (a strange amount for 
a "legal fee”) was paid to Chandler on August 
10, 1945. while Chandler was a member of the 
United States Senate. 


On April 24. 1945, Chandler accepted appoint¬ 
ment as Commissioner of Baseball, while still a 
member of the Senate Despite demands that he 
resign his Senate seat, he did not desert this post 
until October 31. 1945. During the time that he 
held the two jobs (or three jobs, counting his job 
with the liquor firm) Chandler claimed that he 
was not accepting his $50.000-a-vear baseball 
salary, although he admitted taking baseball 
“expense" money. 


In other words, while purporting to represent 
the people of Kentucky in the Senate, Chandler 
was actually taking income from three sources 
He is now trying to cover up his conduct by 


making vague and unsubstantiated charges of 
corruption among his opponents, charges which 
have now been shown to be silly and untrue 


We have an idea that these reports would 
make interesting reading We would like to 
hear Chandler, who now calls people "liar" and 
tells them "it’s none of your business." when they 
question his record, explain some of the details 
of his income while he was U. S. Senator.
